He seemed disappointed that the 
matter would have to be handled on a classified basis, but accepted the 
offer saying he was particularly interested in BW. He mentioned having 
recently received a Top Secret document on the subject from the Pentagon . 


A date was set for 2:00 on Friday, 12 September, and 
will conduct the briefing. 
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4. (Secret - JGO) Met with Mr. Robert Michaels. House 
Appropriations Com m ittee s taff, and briefed him on a number of 
intelligence items of interest to the Chairman (see Memorandum for 
the Record). . Mr. Michaels noted in passing that he is unable to guess 
when the Chairman might be interested in meeting with the Director.
